Andrew Johnson as amn Apprentice.

Mr. Litchiord, an old journeymsn tailor, of
Raleizh, thinks it was In_ 1818 that “Andy,” as
he called him, was bound apprentice vo J, J.
Selby. He is described as a wild, “harum-
scarum boy.” But he bad no "“unhonorable
traits about him.” He was exceedingly restless,
and his activity In climbing fences, trees, ete.,
with the natural sequence thereo! of tearing his
clothes, was & great souroe of trouble to his
mistress, On sccouut ol his propensities in this
direction, she once made him @ coarse, heavy
shirt ot homespun goods, sud the young gentle-
man for n short hime was obliged to wear a
whole under gurment.

In 1824 he **cut,” nct becsuse he was sant to a
corn-field 1o work, as some one has said, but on
account of a “'seraps with a lady by the name ol
Wells, who had two right smart daughuers,”
With another boy named Grayson, an aporentice
in @ rival shop, Andy “chunked the old lady's
house” one Baturday night, Next dayshe heard
who it was, and threatened to “perascuts them
on Monday.” They heard of 1t and “cut.” Mr,
Lilchiord believes “‘ae knew his A B U's when
he came to the shop; but I think I taught him
w read.” Mr, Litchford continued, ““And he de-
serves unbounded credi, for some people say a3
bow they have a grand start, and I reckon he
started underground.” Hs went to South Caro-
lina, and retorned after a year and s half, dur-
ing which time he had earned nis living w.ih
his needle, On his acdval he applied to Mr.
Litchford, then keeping an establihment of his
own, for work; but he didn't get 1t becauss he
had besn “advertised” as s runaway, and the
law prevented any one from harboring him.

Mr. Belby had, during Andy's absence, seld
out and moved mw Ethe country: but, wito a
degire to make due amends for hie misdemennor,
the runaway walked twelve milea to ses him,
#nd tried to make mrrangements to pay him for
his time. Mr. Selby required seourity, and Andy
conid not pet it, e told Mr, Litchlord that he
would net let him be security if he would, and
80 he departed aeain, this time going {0 Tenpes-
gee. Mr. Litchtord next heard of him as & mem-
ber of Congress from that State, but did not be-
lieve it was “*his boy Andy” @intil he saw it *‘ad-
vertisedsin the pagers about the mechnnics in Con-
gress, and saw the word tailor after his name.”
A pamphlet copy of one of his speeches sent to
My, Litchiord, under his Congressional frank, is
yet in possession of the latter,

Aftes his first sesgion he returned to Raleigh
and made aspeech, “pitching into Parson Brown-
low, snd Gales, the editor of the Register.,” It
seems that Brownlow, a political opponent of
Johnson st that time, had sent to Gales for
“family items” Gales furnished them, and
Lence Johneon's attack on him and Brownlow.
The citizens of Ralalgh at that time thought it
something remarkable that the * tatlor's lg‘;reu-
tice” of their recollection should be able to
make such & speech, but Jobnson told Mr.
Litehford “how it was.” His wile bad *‘learned
him" while he was on the tailor's board working
for his bread in Tennessee. During this viat
Mr. Johuson ssked Liwchford to show him his
father's grave, and he did so, It has but a plain
grey stone at the head, nnd simplf marked
*J. J.,” und is pearly hidden from view by the
overgrowth of weeds and brambles.

The house in whica President Johnson was
born is still standing, and Is an object of no
little curiosity to the many etrangers who vigit
Raleieh, It is & small irame buildiog, a story
and & hall high, containing only two or thres
rooms. Relic-mongers have ¥y commenced
teariog ofl the weather-beaten sideboards.

Postage Delivery.

The report of the English post offiee depart-
ment for 1864 contains some remarkable statis-
tics. In the year 1846, the gystem of penny
wslnps went into operation’ in that country.

be revenue from the deparctaent had reached
the sum of £1,600,000, The new system, us wis
to be expected, at Arst reduced this to £500,000.

At the end of the second five years this was
slmoet doubled, and In 1504 the gross reyenue
was npwards of £4,000,000, on whirh the clear
profits were about £1,160,000, Constant im-
provements have been made, and although the
rates remain the same as io 1540, there are mora
requent mails, better delivery, and Inereased
sccommodations for money orders. As the
leiters are delivered everywhoere throughout the
kivgdom, the department is obliged to keep
an uccount of the population and the number of
houscs,

At Christmas, in 1564, the population was
20,710,077, and if the rate of incresse may be cal-
oulated from that of the previous year, it s noW
us nenr'y us possible 30,000,000, Tas inhabited
houses were 3,503,001, having inoreased Jduring
the year by nearly 10,000 in London and 30,000
in the rest of the kingdom, The total numberof
letters dellvered to the inhabltants of thesa
houses lu the year 1864 was 679,084,622, This 18
a sufficiently remarkable statement, when we
conslder that in our own country the delivery of
lefters throwgh the post office reaches only
sbout 170,000,000. sud in Prance, with a larger
pouulation, it is under 860,000,000,

The grest mulsiplication of letters is tound to
be in the Inrge towns, as for instence in London,
where the number resched 170,000,000, which 18
more than the nunmber writlen in all Beotland
and Ireland together, In New York the num-
ber dellvered during the month of December,
1862, was 845,731, whkich is as the rate of
10,148,772 a year, or about ten letters to each
person, agalnst an aversge of more than fifty
delivered to each lnhabitaot of Londoo. The
vast extent of London, and the diffioulty of
obtsining sccess to all parts, has led to & ver
extended use of the post oflice for tradesmen’s
orders and many small matiers of business
which otherwise would be conducted by per
sopal intervie vs,
